RUM “AND SEA TUG 


New York, Jan. 21.—[Special.]—A 
mysterious tip to United States At- 
torney Buckner led to the capture 
today of a 537 ton ocean going tug and 
$1,000,000 in choice liquors. 

Through a dense fog the Rescue, 
rum ship de luxe, was racing up the 
harbor when a coast guard cutter 
caught sight of ber and went into 
action with one pound cannon. 

The Rescue outdistanced the guards 

man, but a police boat joined the 
chase, blazing away with machine 
guns. The Rescue returned the fire, 
but capture was inevitable, and the 
crew opened tl.e seacocks to sink her 
and jumped into the river.

College of Agriculture, has suggested a number of 
emergency measures for the relief of corn belt 
farmers. He thinks rightly that the government 
should not undertake any new reclamation projects 


are producing surpluses with resulting price de- 
pressions. He wants the public to eat more corn 
products, especially corn meal, corh sugar, beef, 
pork, and milk. He wants better credit facilities 
for farmers in some sections. Finally, the gov- 
ernment should be asked to develop any plan that 
ig economically sound to dispose ot surplus farm 
rroducts that are cansing widespread losses and 
disaster.” The phrasing suggests that Dr. Pearson 
ig not entirely convinced of the soundness of the 
Farm Bureau federation'’s Ln fot an export cor- 
poration under government aus plees.
